LAWYERS SAY 
COMMON LAW 
BOND 1S INVALID 


Discussion in Judge Hall’s 
Court Discloses That At- 
torneys Don’t Know How 


It Got Name. 


Lawyers arguing the validity of 
the “common-law” bond, elimination 
of which the police contend would 
go a long way toward preventing 
crime. were unable to give the de- 
rivation of the term in Circuit Judge 
Hall's court totday. 

“Perhaps it has been called a ‘com- 
mon-law’ bond because it has been 
of such common occurrence,” the 
Judge remarked facetiously, 

William E. Fish, representing 
Louis Seidel and Abe Fishman, two 
professional bondsmen, who had for- 
feited an $800 bond because their 
client, Arthur Fisher, charged with 
grand larceny, had defaulted, and 
City Counselor Daues, represesnting 
the Police Department, said the bond 
was invalid 

Court Decision Quoted. 

Fish contended that the bond was 
no good because it had been accepted 
in the Court of Criminal Correction 


before a written complaint had been 
filed against the principal and be- 
cause the principal was not present 
when the Judge accepted it. He 
stated that as no fermal complaint 
had been filed, the Court 
jurisdiction. 

Couns2lor Daues, in a lengthy ar- 
gument, quoted an opinion by the 
State Supreme Court making a dis- 
tinction between recognizance and 
bail bond. He said that the authori- 
ty of the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion, in a case which had not been 
formally submitted in writing, was 
limited to the acceptance of recog- 
nizance only in misdemeanors, that 
the power of the Court of Criminat 
Correction in that regard was no dif- 
ferent from that of a Police Judge 
or Justice of the Peace.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Your editorial in Monday's Post-Dis- 
patcti, “Buy Hahatonka Park,” is 
timely and should meet with the ap- 
proval of your thinking readers, who,

60 might become even greater by 
getting in line with many of our sister 
states who are forging ahead in the 
great outdoor recreation and wild-life 
protection movements. 

California today has 24 game refuges, 
throe State game preserves, five Federal 
bird reservations and six national parks 
and.monuments, a combined area in 
acreage, devoted to the protection of

| 600,000. 

Wisconsin has three State parks, com- 
prising more than 65000 square acres. 
Under the new law, consolidating the 
fish, game, forestry and park depart- 
ments, wild life conservation is under- 
taken in its every phase by the Wiscon- 
sin Conservation Commission.

He states: “We have 
passed that age in our industrial life 
whéf! haphazard or antiquated methods 
apply. We are living in an age of in- 
dustMal development which surpasses 
the’*fondest dreams of our ancestors, and 
we are steadily moving on. We must 
apply the same rules to this business 
We wannot succeed in replenishing our 
denuded forests, streams and fields with 
gamé and fishes without the application 
of the very best methods. 

Wieconsin’s public park system and 
forest camping developments won high 
praise on Oct. 14 last when Prof. Henry 
R. Francis, head of the recreationa) for- 
estr#' department of the New York State 
College of Forestry at Syracuse, spoke 
to the American Civic Association in an- 
nuabrconvention at Amherst, Mass., of 
the big idea back of Wisconsin's opera- 
tiona, “Last year,” he said, “I had the 
duty(of traveling 10,000 miles, of which 
1000 were on horseback or afoot, inves- 
tigating uses of forests of the nation for 
campers and found the Federal service 
fullyecommitted to a most highly devel- 
oped program of recreational use of pub- 
lic lands. Wisconsin's program is almost 
a duplicate of this advanced conception 
of forest use by the public. The auto- 
mobile has forced the nation to a broad- 
er t@ea of the park problem and the 
small city park no longer satisfies, but a 
larger program of utilization of forest 
ar@as has been demanded.”

Henceforth an ever-in- 
creasing army of her sons and daugh- 
terewill stand bondsmen for the four- 
footed creatures that have long found a 
home among her sylvan retreats, and ths 
birds that seek a shelter by her mead- 
ows and streams, both of which havc 
been threatened by extinction. Hence- 
forth love for her woodlands and prai- 
ries«owill stimulate this same army to 
pursue ‘the .track of progressive legis- 
lation, and trees that are far more than 
- an “individual asset, on whatsoever indi- 
vidual'’s land they may grow, Will not be 
meddled with except under regulations 
specifically designed to insure and main- 
tain what is best for Iowa's dwellers ev- 
erywhere. Iowa's first State park has 
the mooks and crannies where the timid 
four-footed creature may hide in seclu- 
gionys‘and shrubs and cover, where the 
migrating bird coming from the South-

In his English history, Green has given us a somber 
picture of the state of the British Parliament in the 
time of George III—of its servility to the executive, 
of its startling corruption, of the control by powerful 
interests of the choice of the greater number of its 


members. He adds: 


The counties and towns could alone be said to 
exercise any real right of suffrage, though the 
enormous expense of contesting such constituen- 
cles practically left their representation in the 
hands of the great local families. 


Outrageous gerrymanders that actually permitted 
members to sit for towns that had ceased to exist 
were corrected, suffrage was extended to the masses, 
sale of votes by members was prevented by heavy 
punishments in a slow process of parliamentary re- 
form during the succeeding century. But the prohibi- 
tory campaign expense that left the seats for some 
constituencies in the hands of great local families re- 
mained an unsolved problem until strict acts limiting 
election costs to moderate amounts were passed. 

We have our own “great local families,’’ great in 
their possessions and the establishments they main- 
tain. They have always had an exaggerated idea of 
their own deserts and a preference for senatorial 
seats as peculiarly fitted to their merit. So many 
of them were willing to exchange their money for 
the votes of bribable legislators that the Senate for 
years was known as the Millionaires’ Club. 

Popular election of Senators was designed to change 
this evil system, but what gain will be recorded if 
our “great local families” can lay out money in cam- 
paign expense on a scale rendering it hopeless for 
men of less means to contest state-wide constituencies 
egainst them? 

In a future view it may be held that the New- 
berry appeal involves legal principles more impor- 
tant than any on which the Supreme Court has pro- 
nounced judgment in many years. If Congress may 
not lawfully prohibit rich candidates from setting a 
pace in campaign expenses impossible to the average 
citizen, or if the prohibition, being lawfully enacted, 
may be evaded by subterfuge, or if, after a righteous 
conviction thereunder, it is found that it can have no 
teeth, in what manner may the upper house be made 
an expression of the voice of the people? 

The “great local families” who are anxiously awalt- 
ing the result of the Newberry appeal may be believed 
to be numerous. 
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THE GOOD-ROADS RACE. 

Pennsylvania and Illinois have been engaged in 
a spirited contest the past year—a road-building 
race, which Pennsylvania won, having constructed 
354 miles of hard-surfaced road as against I)linois’ 
326 miles. 

But the prize may be awarded to Pennsylvania 
with some reservation. For an enlightened verdict 
a knowledge of construction costs is indispensable, 
and the test of time must be had to prove the quality 
of the work done. 

The experience of both states, however, is encour- 
aging. Seemingly, we have at last mastered the sci- 
ence of road building, after a good deal of costly and 
disappointing experimenting. If this roseate view 
is correct the whole country will be benefited. 

States like Missouri which have swung into the 
good-roads column by indorsing the investment of 
millions in such enterprise will very likely be able 
profitably to study the work done in Pennsylvania 
and Illinois. Presently those states will be contest- 
ants for the distinction of leadership in the mileage 
and quality of good-roads building. In this rivalry 
Missouri should resolutely go after first place.

Under the | 
circumstances, his sentence to a maximum of 10 
years was not severe. This same distinction existed, ; 
and should have been considered, when his parole was 
granted. 

He has served but 697 days of his sentence, and if 
the money hestole and which his bondsmen had to 
replace has been secreted in some safe place, he would 
now have $117.30 for each day he was in prison. 
Was not the St. Clair County Board of Supervisors 
right in declaring that a mitigation of his sentence, 
so far from serving the designed purpose of clem- 
ency, would actually provide an incentive to em- 
bezzlement by public officers? In what other way 
could a man of Warning’s abilities and resources net 
$117.30 a day? 

To relieve him of the consequences of his serious 
offense at this early date was a mistake. It may be 
that inquiry into the administration of the parole 
system and the influences by which he obtained his 
liberty would disclose interesting facts.

NATURE STUDY IN FORESTS. 


In view of the widespread interest in nature 
study, reflected in the growing number of peo- 
ple who are learning to identify birds and flow- 
ers, it is surprising that comparatively few have 
turned their attention to trees, especially since 
Pennsylvania is. unusually rich in them and 
winter offers no bar to the pursuit of this fas- 
cinating recreation. We have in this State, in 
addition to imported varieties, 125 native spe- 
cies of trees and 153 shrubs. Only persons who 
have lived in the Northwest, where one finds 
nothing but monotonous stretches of spruce, 
fir, cedar and hemlock, with an occasional cot- 
tonwood or maple on the banks of the streams, 
can appreciate nature’s bounty to Pennsylvania. 

The richness of our forest flora is due to the 
geographic and climatic position of the State. 
Here North meets South and the Mississippi 
basin joins hands with the coast region. In 
consequence, species peculiar to all of these 
sections are found. In Western Pennsylvania 
and the southeastern part of the State, our for- 
ests are composed mostly of hardwoods, while 
in the central, northern and mountainous parts 
conifers are prominent. All our native trees in 
the summer bear green léaves, which fn the de- 
ciduous species change at this season of the 
year to brilliant colors—yellow, orange, scarlet, 
crimson or purple—and gradually fall to the 
ground. The conifers, with the exception of 
the larch and the introduced bald cypress, re- 
tain their follage throughout the year, and a 
few broad-leaf species of shrubs, such as rho- 
dodendron, mountain laura! and holly, also are 
evergreen. 

The flowers and insects and most of the birds 
disappear in cold weather, but the passage of 
the foliage does not prevent study of the trees: 
on the contrary, the disappearance of the leafy 
canopy.gives a better opportunity to examine 
them with reference to their form, branching 
and bark. Birds and insects are elusive and 
the life of flowers is brief. Trees we have with 
us always, and one does not require binoculars, 
nets or microscopes to study them. 


Yet how few are the nature students who can’ 


identify a score of trees by their leaves, much 
less by their bark. How few appreciate the 
beauty of forest tree blossoms or have learned 
the curious divergence of twigs, buds and leaf- 
scars. How few have gvailed themselves of the 
opportunity to make such discoveries as that 
the wild black cherry is the first forest tree to 
begin its height growth in the spring and that 
by the first of August the normal] height growth 
of all the forest trees of Pennsylvania has, as 
a rule, ceased. How few know that the chin- 
quapin, which in Northern Pennsylvania 
reaches a maximum height of 10 feet, is 50 feet 
high in Southern Arkansas; that a white oak 
has been found in this State 31 feet in corcum- 
ference, with a spread of branches of 104 feet 
and an estimated height of 74 feet; that the 
tree which extends its roots into the crevices 
of sewers and blocks the flow of water in pipes,

HARRISBURG, Pa., Dec. 3.—Un- 
der the leadership of Govs. Harding 
of Towa, and Bickett of North Caro- 
lina, the Governors’ conference, in 
session here, yesterday went on re-

The general tone was heavy. Money 
was at 7 per cent all day. 

Foretan Exchanges Dull. 

“Tradigg in the foreign exchanges 
was slightly more active, but still 
dull. Sterling opened firm at $3.48, 
but lost a cent during the morning. 
Italian lire were agnin weaker at 3.60 
eents as compared with 3.65 yesterday 
afternoon. Of the South American 
countries, Argentina was again 
Flightly stronger, the paper peso at 
$4.56 cents, gaining a fifth of a cent, 
but Brazilian milireis, on the other 
hand, lost nearly half a cent of the 
gain recently made on rumors of a 
loan by an American group. Remit- 
tances on Shanghai were quoted a 
cent higher, although silver gained 
three-elighths of a penny at London. 

“Cotton was weaker, short cover- 
ing apparently having come to an end 
and the Liverpool market having 
braken on the decision of Lancashire 
manufacturers to go to a three-day- 
a-week schedule. March delivery 
opencd a half cent below yesterday 
and fluctuated around 15% = cents. 
Wheat made a better showing and 
was able to maintain its recent gains, 
the cash and export demand on 
breaks being undoubtedly better than 
in the case of cotton. 

“The March price, which is about 
4 cents below that for December, 
opened at $1.64, a’ cent and a quarter 
below last night, and after fluctua- 
tions of 2 or .3 cents, sold early in 
the afternoon for $1.65%4.. 

Great Increase tn Materials. 

“Further light is shed on our large 
October exports by additional data 
given out today by the Department of 
Commerce. Of the total increase of 
$146.000.000 over September crude 
materials for use in manufacturing, 
comprising cotton chiefly. accounted 
for $54,000,000, and foodstuffs for 
$28.0)0,000. 

“Manufactures ready fof consump- 
tion. however, increased $56,000,000, 
making a new high record for the 
year. A likely explanation of this 
sharp increase in the exports of man- 
ufactures at atime when foreign 
mapkets were in an extremely weak 
condition, is the clearing up of rail- 
road congestion, which came during 
ilfe fall. Goods that had been held 
up in transit, or that it had been im- 
possible to move from factories, beran 
to come through with a rush at that

im accelerating the fall in commodity 
prices. It is well to bear in mind also 
the strenuous efforts made this fall 
to deliver goods to the purchaser be.
